" New York, June 11.—A violent storm accompanied by shifting 
tvinds that reached a velocity of 88 miles an hour took the lives 
of more than 50 persons, injured more than 100 and caused, enormous 
property loss in the metropolitan area late today. 


Forty persons were reported to have lost their lives while boat- 


ing in Long Island Sound and others were killed by falling trees, 
lightning and accidents caused by the wind. Ten bodies of the 
drowned have been recovered, and the waters about New Yor$: are 
being searched tonight for 30 missing. 


Six persons were killed and more than 40 hurt when the wind 


caught a, huge Ferris wheel at a Bronx amusement park and crushed 
it to the ground. 


A woman and her seven-year-old daughter were crushed to death 


and several other persons injured when an oak tree, blown by the 
wind, crashed through the roof into the crowded dining room of the

COAIi POCKETS IN CATSKILtS. 


Evidence of Carboniferous Deposits lu 


Shaudakcn Tunnel. 


Gilboa, 
June 
11.—Although 
the 


Catskill mountains were formed long) 
before the carboniferous age which] 
produced the coal fitlds of Pennsyl-! 
vania, small pockets arid flakes of coal I 
have been found during the excava- 
tion of the Shandake'ri tuniiel, furnish- 
ing evidence ip ttie geologist of the 
existenca of plant life during the 
period when the Catskills were in 
process of formation. Of equal inter- 
est to the geologist has been the find-. 
ing of small pockets of salt water j 
which are supposed to have come I 
from a pre-Klacial salt water lake. 
The coal has been found mostly in 
flakes. Some pieces have been found 
that were as large as a lump of the 
size known to the coal trade as broken 
coal. 
When burned, these ilakes or 


small chunks emit a strong smell of 
sulphur.
